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NORFOLK COUNTY CONVENTION, 
At a meeting of delegates from different towns 
in Norfolk County, held in the Town House in 
Dedham, September 30th, 1843, to nominate candi-

Qur national picture is by po means per- 
fect—the dark shades are quite too prominent, and 
they are becoming still more so, in contrast with 
ibese bright rays of Light and ‘Truth new thrown 
upon them“rom every direction. 

It is an undisguised fact, that all onr instiutens 
have not alike tended to promote our national pros- 
perity ; public morals have been contaminated, avd 
spublic credit shaken. Deep reverses have follow- 
ed each other in quick succession, and are likely 
still to follow on, ull their causes are searched out 
and removed. 


‘merce, and retards all progress in manufacture 

and the mechanic arts. In short, it is one great 
demoralizing, impoverishing, aud destructive sys- 
tem. And in proof of this, we need only compare 
the free with the slave-holding States. | The former 
notwithstanding the large drafts which Southern 
credit has made upon them, by which hundreds of 
nuillions of our hard earnings have been swallowed 
up in slave-holding bankruptcy, exhibit a state of 
gradual, and in some instances, of rapid improve- 
ment, while in the latter, premature decay seems 
to be stamped upon eve-y thing around. : 

Slavery is so utterly repugnant to all the senti- |

And the history of the past painfully proves that 
‘they have been quite too successful in their object. | 
‘They had well nigh lulled the nation to a fatal 
sleep, so that when the voice of philanthropy a few 
years since, broke the silence of the night, few, 
| very few, were found to echo back the alarm. The 
| spirit of slavery had struck dumb the pulpit and the 
| press—entered the legislative ball and spurned the 
| petitions of a fiee people for redress—had soiled 
| the sacred ermine of justice, and surrendered the 
| lives and liberties of a free people, to the hands of 
a merciless mob. 
lad slavery been confined to its original limits, 
land the spirit ef the Revolution been carried out, 
few traces of it would now exist. But far other- 
lavise has been the facu The Federal Government 
‘has been made the instrument of extending, 
|strengthening, and perpetuating this system of in- 
| justice and wrong. 
| Louisiana and Florida, at the instance of slave- 
‘holders, have been purchasedl at an expense of 
‘aaventy millions of dellars, and slavery has been ex- 
‘tended without the shadow of constitutional anthor- 
ity, Over seven new Stutes and ‘Territories. And to 
secure the legislation and diplomacy of the Govern- 
ment, to foster the interests of slave Jaber, it has 
been the successtul policy of the slave-lolders to 
monopolize to themselves a large share of all the 
offices in the gitt of the nation. 

By recurring to facts, we find that the South 
through a small minority of the whole people, have 
had on an average, since the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment, three-fourths of all its officers. And with 

such ap array of official patronage and infiuence at 
home and abioad, it bas shaped its laws and its 
foreign relations so as to protect the interests of 
slave lubor, and often to cripple and paralyze the 
industry of the North. 

No pains have been spared to secure property 40 
shipwrecked and fugitive slaves. A Florida war, 
at an expense of some fiity millions of cellars, has 
deen moet disgracetidly carried on, for the express 
purpose of breaking up a retreat for the fugitive 
who found more pity in the breast of a Florida sav- 
age, than an American Christian. 

~The Government has at much ex- 
pense, to exact recompense of foreign nations, for 
slaves, whom the winds and the waves made free ; 
and feeble colonies have threatened with de- 
struction, if in accordance with their own laws, 
they should treat the slave as a man, entitled to 
their pretecuen and defence. 

Many embassies have been set on foot, and nego- 
tiations formed with foreign powers, for the pur- 
pose of securing a market for cotton and tobacco, 
and other slave labor products, while nothing has 
been done to open the markets of the world for the 
products of free labor; and since, by slave-holding

legislation, covon has become the great article of 


exportation, many seem to think there are few in- 
terests in our country which require fegislatiwe ac- 
tion, except those which relate either to the growth 
or manufacture of this single article. 

It is truly ridiculous, as well 2s mortifying, to 
witness our Southern statesmen incessantly arro- 
gming a peculiar cluiin upon the Government, on 
account of the magnitude of this interest, while the 
uygregate products of the single State of Massachu- 
sets, in a year, far exceed in value all the cotton 
thatis raised in the United States, in the same time. 

At the bidding of slavery, the Constitution bas 
been trampled upon, and solemn treaties with for- 
eign nations violated, by the lawless imprisonment 
of colored seamen, in our Southern ports. The 
right of petition has been suppressed—the freedom 
of the post-office violated—Mexico threatened with 


{n these times of national -declensien, the eyes of war—Texas sought to be admitted to the Union, 


the patriot and philanthropist have been turned to 
athe operation of some of our institutens, and they 
chave discovered an element at work upen the very 
witals of our Republic—an element at war with all 
ithe natural relations of man as an individual, as 
~well as all that is valuable in well regulated so- 
Ciety. 

Although slavery has for a long time been re- 
-garded as an evil te the slave, yet the people gen- 
erally have slept, and still sleep over the fact, that 
‘as assystem of labor, it wars not only against the 
best interests-of.the-commutity where it exists, but 
<against every conmmunity that is connected with it, 
-however near or remote. 

Were this fact known and realized, we should 
not so often hear the question asked, “ What has 
the North to do with slavery? ”

Morton is open and brief, and cannot fail to satisfy 
every abolitionist: whose sole object is the abolition 
of Slavery. He gives definite answers to the inter- 
rogatories proposed and to the point. Lieutenant 
Gov. Childs returns an answer in every way as sat- 
isfuctory as that of Gov. Morton. Hon. Jolin Reed 
writes a Jong letter denouncing the slave-trade as 
every slave-holder does, in strong terms, of abhor- 
rence, and objects to the annexation of ‘Texas, and 
finally comes to the questions proposed, which he 
amswers ina very evasive and unsatisfactory man- 
ner, every line of which is characteristic of the man. 
Hon. George N. Briggs, in the language of the Lib- 
erator has * flatly retused to answer a similar letter 
ef inguiry, which refusal is in keeping with that 
contempt, Which whig office holders always mani- 
fest for the people.

Dear Sir—Your communication, asking my 
‘sentiments in regard to certain points connected 
with the great controversy between freedom and 
slavery in this country, so far as those sentiments 
may have relation to the duties of Chief Magistrate 
of this State, was duly received. And I regret 
that absence trom home and official engagements 
prevented me from making so early u reply as I 
desired. 

I recognize the right of electors to be informed, 
as far as practicable, of the sentiments of candidates 
for office upon all important subjects which may 
require their official action, should they be elected. 
And I have the pleasure, in answer to your first 
question, to say that Iam not aware of any provis- 
tons in the laws or Constitution of Massachusetts 
which ‘require its citizens to assist in upholding or 
extending slavery.” But if there be any such, | am 
‘in favor of altering or repealing’ them. 

To your second question I] reply, that in my opin- 
ton neither the Constitution nor the laws of this 
State recognize or ought to recognize any distine- 
tion ‘on account of descent or color” And if any 
of our citizens, in railroad cars or elsewhere, re- 
ceive injuries ‘on account of their descent or color, 
or on any other pretence, for which they are not 
now entitled to legal redress, I think there ought 
to be provided remedies adequate to their protec- 
Bon in the enjoyment of their just and equal rights.

There’s no con- 
servative state. Once there were intermedi- 
ate states of boyhood; a bare footed and bean 
porridge eating state—a spelling and cypher- 
ing period—when there were boys to do chores 
and go of errands—when apprentice indentures 
were in fashion, and the line between boyhood 
and manhood well defined by the ‘ freedom 
suit.’ 

Butthere are no such things now. The 
child steps out of his diaper and frock into a 
long tail coat and calf skin boots. He exchan- 
ges the nipple for a cigar. Not one of the 
present generation has ever seen a bona fide, 
‘nine days old’ pot of bean porridge. Noah 
Webster's spelling book is crowded by high 
works on Philosophy or Netaphysics. There 
are no apprentices now. Young men take a 
few lessons in the trade they fancy and then 
set up for themselves. John Willett was right 
as a ‘general principle,’ though he was wrong 
in the * practical sense.’ 

But the present generation is as destitute of 
girls as of boys. It is either baby or lady— 
diaper or bustle—nursery or parlor. The 
mother tends her infant or waits on her 
daughter. Instead of spinning flax for their 
father’s shirts, reel silk for the ladies fair; and 
instead of knitting stockings and mending 
trowsers for their brothers, they knit lace and 
mate stays for themselves. The mother tuilics, 
churns, washes, aad irons, and the young la- 
dies read novels, dress, make and receive calls. 
They make parties instead of puddings, and 
cook by the book rather than from knowledge. 

We should be delighted to see a generation 
of boys and girls—in looks, actions, and dress, 
we should then hope for health and strength, 
industry and sobriety, frugality and economy, 
prosperity and happiness. We are for protec- 
tion to this class of our community.

He has no objeaion atall, thus 
to transfer property from the pockets of his 
neighbor to his own. Conscience tells him it 
is hardly consistent with that bother!y interest 
which Christianity enjoins, for tim to manifest 
such selfishness. While he ought todesire to 


lobtain his goods at a reasonable price, he ought 


also to desire that the merchant shoulc make a 
fair profit. Instead of exulting that hecan buy 
goods at less than cost, it should givehim sin- 
cere pain that any one is under the iecessity 
of making such a pecuniary sacrifice. One of 
these selfish, heartless men will try toappease 
the reproaches of conscience by sayin;, ‘1 am 
thus careful to save every copper, tht I may 
have more money to give to beneveent ob- 
jects.’ In other words, he implies that God 
wants ‘dollars more than generous seuls. To 
say nothing of the impiety of such a) imputa- 
tion, there is no sincerity in it. Almost inva-| 
riably, when any application is made tc such a 
man in behalf of the needy at home or abroad, 
he holds his money with a grasp which bardly 
any appeal can unclench. 

We once knew a clergyman of emaent abil- 
ities and devoted zeal, who was exerated by 
every shopkeeper in the village in vhich he 
resided. He would never buy if he wuld bor- 
And when compelled to buy no price 
could be moderate enough to satisfy bs desires. 
He was a bye word and a scoffing tonearly all 
his neighbors, in consequence of themeanness 
he manifested in every business trinsaction. 
He thus not only greatly impaired hi: own in- 
fluence, but prejudiced the whole conmunity 
against the religion he preached. We grew 
rich, of course, but with increasing ricles there 
was increasing parsimony. And though he 
would occasionally contribute with coisideruble 
liberality, to some object of benevoence, the 
influence of his example upon the canmunity 
around him, was infinitely disastrous Error 
was strengthened, and sinners were onfirmed 
in irreligion. Whatever good might ve been 
conferred upon the cause of Christ, by his pe- 
cuniary contributions, was vastly more than 
counterbalanced by his influence upon his own 
neighborhood. 

Probably the only reason why God asks for 
money in the promotion of his cause, is that he 
may cultivate in the hearts of his children, 
feelings of generosity. The treasury cf the 
Almighty needs no replenishing. He might 
raise thousands of servants, and send them to 
and fro through the world, to proclaim his 
cause, and feed them with the manna of heaven, 
and clothe them by his own care. He might 
send from heaven an army of angels to accom- 
plish his purpose. God does not need our cop- 
pers. He has seen fit, in his wisdom, to make 
use of human instrumentality in the conversion 
of the world, ard he calls upon his children for 
their pecuniary aid in their voluntary labors, 
not for bis good, but for their own. A man 
may as reasonably hope to please God, by 
stealing money to contribute to benevolent ob- 


jects, as to raise it for that purpose by mean- 


ness. It isan insult to the character of our 
Maker. to suppose that he can accept of such 
offerings.

a premature grave; that in so many cases he 
will prevent the efficacy of the gospel and 
grieve away the Holy Ghost, and ruin for eter- 
nity the souls of men. And suppose he could 
and should give some faint conception of what 
it is to lose the soul, and of the overwhelming 
guilt and coming wretchedness of him who ts 
knowingly instrumental in producing this ruin ;

There is 
no nutmeg season. Every day of the year, 
shows buds, blossoms, and fruit, in every stage 
of growth to maturity. The nutmeg is a large 
and beautiful tree, with thick foliage and of a 
rich and green color. ‘The ripe fruit is singu- 
larly brilliant. The shell is glossy black, and 
the mace ii exposes when it bursts, is bright 
scarlet; making it one of the most beautiful 
products of the vegetable world. 

Raistns. This delicacy is grapes allowed to 
ripen and dry upon the vine. The best come 
from the south of Europe. Fine raisins, with- 
out stones, are imported from Smyrna, Damas- 
cus,and Egypt. Sweet, fleshy grapes are se- 
lected for maturing into raisins. The branches 
are pruned, and the vine is stripped of its 
leaves, when tke fruit has become ripe, the sun 
then beaming full perfects saccharification, and 
expels the superfluous water. The raisins are 
plucked, cleansed, and dipped for a few seconds 
in a boiling ley of wood ashes and quick lime. 
The wrinkled fruit is drained. dried and expos- 
ed in the sun upon hurdles of basket work, dur- 
ing fourteen or fifteen days. 


Important to Heautu. The temperature, 
to preserve health, should not exceed sixty-five 
degrees. If a comfortable warmth is not se- 
cured at this temperature, it is better to put on 
more clothing than to increase the heat. These 
remarks apply to every method of warming 
rooms. <A temperature of seventy degrees wili 
debilitate a person in health. In the sick room 
it is often ten degrees higher. No wonder 
then that the sick are often so long prostrated. 
The marvel is, that they ever get wel. A 
room warmed by a stove should be well venti- 
lated, or the atmosphere wil! very soon become 
impure, and promote disease.

“ This year, over five thousand slaves have already 
been sold in our dens of diabolism, and many more 
heart strings will be broken before the winter sets in, 
by sundering all the ties of life, to meet the demand 
for human victims in the Louisiana market. In Flor- 
ida, also, the demand bas been greatly increased by 
the diabolical law to * encourage the armed settlement’ 
of that slavery-cursed Tercitory, and thus increase the 
political weight of the slave system in the councils of 


the country. 
‘* Scenes have taken place in Washington, this sum- 


mer, that would make the devil blush through the 
darkness of the prt, if he had been caught in them A 


furtorght ago last Tuesday, no less than SIN'TY HU- 
MAN LGEINGS were carried nght by the Capitol yard 
toa slave ship! The men were chained in couples 
and fastened to a log-chain, as it ts common in this 
region. ‘The women walked by their side. The lt- 
Ue children were cazried along in wagons.” 

Ja the sammer of 1840, when in Washing- 
ton, I took occasion, im company with two 
friends, to visit the ptincipa! slave-trading es- 
tablishments of the District. In Alexandria, at 
a great slave prison formerly known as Frank- 


lin and Armfield’s, there were about fifty 
slaves. They were enclosed by high, strong 


walls, with grated iron doors. Among them 
was a poor woman who had escaped. twelve 
years before, from slavery, and wko bad marri- 
ed a free man. She had been hunted out by 
some of those human blood-hounds, who are in 
the detestable occupation eof slave-catchers, 
separated from her husband, and, with her 
child, had been sold to the speculators for the 
New Orleans market. Anc r woman, whose 
looks and manner were expressive of deep an- 
guish, had, with her nine children, been sold 
away from ber husband—an everlasting separ- 
ation! But her sorrows had but just begun. 
Long ere this, she and her children have prob- 
ably been re-sold, scattered und divided, and 
are now toiling in hopeless bereavement, or 
buried like brutes, without a tear or Christian 
rile, on the banks of the Mississippi.

From this horrible MARKET 
HUMAN FLESH, we were informed that 
from fifteen hundred to two thousand slaves 


are sometimes sent to the South ina single 
year. 
" Atthe Alexandria public jail was a poor lad 
who had come to the city in a vessel, and had 
been seized and imprisoned on suspicion of 
being a slave. As he happened to have no 
document to prove his freedom, after having 
been kept in close confinement in a prison cell 
for twelve months, he was in a few days to be 
sold as a slave, to pay the fees of the jailor! 
We visited, the next day, a slave-dealer’s 
establishment in the city of Washington. It 
stood somewhat apart from the dense part of 
the city, yet in full view of the Capitol. Its 
dark, strong walls rose in grim contrast with 
the green beauty of early Summer—a horror 
and an abomination—a_ blot upon the fair and 
pleasant landscape. We looked in upon a 
group of human beings herded together like 
cattle for the market. ‘The young man in at- 
tendance informed us that there were five or 
six other regular slave dealers in the city, who, 
having no prisons of their own, kept their slaves 
in this establishment, or in the CITY PRISON. 
The following advertisement of this infernal 
‘market house, J] have copied from the Wash- 
ington Globe and the Intelligencer : 


“CASH FOR NEGROES.” 

“The subscriber wishes to purchase a num- 
‘ber of negroes for the Louisiana and Missis- 
|sippi markets. He will pay the highest price 
‘which the market will justify. Himself or 
|agent, at ail times, can be found at bis JAIL, 
on seventh street, the &rst house south of the 

ket bridge, on the west side. Letters ad- 
| dressed to him will receive the earliest atten- 
tion. * Wittiam H. Wirtiams.”

In the same papers, four other regular deal- 


‘ers in human beings advertised themselves. Jn 
addition, George Kephart, of Alexandria, ad- 
vertised ‘*the copper fastened brig, Isaac 
Franklin,” ‘twas nearly ready to sail with 
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and carricatures, in which the abolitionists and 
blacks were represented, and in which Daniel 
O'Connel and John Quincy Adams held a 
prominent position, as objects for the obscene 
jokes and witticism of the scoundrel traffickers. 
For one, I regarded it as an honorable testimo- 
ny to the faithfulness and heroism of these 
great and good men, in their advocacy of hu- 
man freedom. The time is, I trust. not far dis- 
tant, when those very pictures shall cause the 
knees of the base pirates who congregate in 
that den of iniquity. to smite together. 

Known to God only, is the dreadful amount 
of human agony and suffering, which, from this 
slave-jail, has sent its cry, unheard or unheed- 
ed of man, up to His ear. The mother weep- 
ing for her child—the wife separated from her 
husband, breaking the night silence with the 
shriek of broken hearts! Now and then an 
appalling fact shed light upon the secret hor- 
rors of the prison house. In the winter of 
1833, a poor colored man, overcome with hor- 
ror at being sold to the South, put an end to 
his life by cutting his throat. 

from the private establishment, we next pro- 
ceeded to the old city prison—built by the peo- 
ple of the United States—the common property 
of the nation. It isa Gamp, dark, loathesome 
building. We passed between two ranges of 
small stone cells, filled with blacks. We no- 
ticed five or six ina single cell which seemed 
scarcely large enough for a solitary tenant. 
The heat was suffocating. In rainy weather, 
the keeper told us that the prison was uncom- 
fortably wet. In winter there could be no fire 
in these cells. The keeper, with some reluc- 
tance, admitted that he received slaves from the 
traders, and kept them uatil they were sold, at 
thirty-four cents per day. Men of the North! 
it was your money which helped pile the gran- 
ite of these cells, and forge the massy iron 
doors, for the benefit of slave traders! It is 
your property which is thus perverted ! 

But to me this prison had a painful and pe- 
culiar interest. It was here that Dr. Crandai!, 
of New York, was confined for several months. 
His health was completely broken down, and 
he was released only to find a grave. Do you 
ask what was his crime? He had circulated 
among some members of his profession, at 
Washington, a copy of a pamphiet written by 
himself, on the subject of slavery, and in favor 
of freedom! Here, ia darkness, dampness, 
and silence, bis warm. generous heart died 
within him. And this was in Washington— 
in the metropolis of our free country—-in the 
nineteenth century. 

Scarcely an hour before my visit to the 

prison, | had been in the Senate Chamber of 
the United States. 1 had seen the firm lip. the 
broad, full brow, and beaming eye of Calhoun, 
the stern repose of a face written over with 
thought. and irradiated with the deep, stil) fires 
of genius. I bad conversed with Henry Clay, 
once the object of my boyish enthusiasm, and 
encountered the fascination of his smile, and 
winning voice, as he playfully reproached me 
for deserting an old friend. 1 had there, in 
spite of my knowledge of its gross perversion 
to the support of wrong, felt something of that 
respect and reverence which is always extorted 
by intellectual power. For the moment, I half 
forgot, in my appreciation of the gifts of genius 
with which these men have been so wonder- 
fully endowed, the fact that they have employ- 
ed their talents in upholding a system which 
crushes and kilis the mind of millions. But 
here in the slave prison, | saw them in another 
light. The fascinations of genius, which, lke 
the silver veil of the Eastern Prophet, had cov- 
ered them, fell off, and left only the deformity 
of tyranny. I looked upon the one as the 
High Priest of slavery, ministering at its altar, 
and scowling defiance to the religion and phi- 
lanthropy of Christendom—the fitting champion 
of that Southern democracy, whose appropriate 
emblem is the SLAVE-WHIP, with a negro 
at ove end, and an overseer at the other. And 
as I looked down that range of dungeons, filled 
with God’s immortal children converted into 
merchandise, | thought of Henry Clay’s de- 
claration: “* That és property which the law 
makes property,” and that “ two hundred years 
had sanctioned and sanctified slavery.” I 
thought of Van Buren’s Veto Pledge—and its 
reiteration™ in General Harrison’s Inaugural 
Message—and of the two great parties thus 
pledged by their chiefs to the support of the 
system whose bitter fruits were now visible be- 
fore me. 1 saw the intimate and complete con- 
nection between the planter who raises the 
slave for market, the dealer whe buys him, the 
legislator who sustains and legalizes the traffie, 
‘and the Northern freeman, who, by his vote, 
| places that legislator in power. In the silence 
of my soul, | pledged myself anew to Liberty ; 
,and felt at that moment the baptism of a new 
| life-long consecration to the cause. God help- 
/ing me, the resolution which I then formed 
shall be fulfilled to the uttermost! 

I left that prison with mingled feelings of 
shame, sorrow, and indignation. Before me 
was the great dome of the Capitol, our national

What must be the state of nations of Europe here looked, at one and the

|jail. Not long before, a friend had placed in 
|my hand a letter from Seidensticker, one of the 
leaders of the patriotic movement in behalf of 
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German liberty in 1831. It was written from 
the prison of Celle, where he has been for eight 
years a living martyr to the cause of freedom. 


In this letter, the noble German expresses his | 
indignant astonishment at the speeches of Cal. | 
boun and others, in Congress, on the subject of | 
slavery, and deplores the sad influence which 
our slave system is exerting upon the freeddm 
of Europe. I could thus estimate, in some de-} 
gree, the blighting effects of our union of lib- 
erty and slavery, upon the cause of political 
reform in the Old World, strengthening the 
hands of the Peels and Metternichs, and deep- 
ening atound the martyrs and confessors of 
European freedom, the cold shadow of their| 
prisons. All that I had said or done or the 
cause of emancipation heretofore, seewed cold 
and trifling at that moment, and even now, 
when I am disposed to blame the ardor and en- 
thusiasm of some of my friends, and censure 
their harsh denunciations of slavery and its 
abettors, | think of the slave jails of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and am constrained to ex- 
claim with Jonathan Edwards, when, in his 
day, he was accused of fanaticism: “If these 
things be enthusiasms, and the fruits of a dis- 
tempered imagination, let me still ever more 
possess them.” It is a very easy thing, at our 
comfortable Noribern fire sides, to condemn 
and deplore the zeal and extravagance of abo- 
litionists. and to reach the conclusion that sla- 
very isa trifling matter in comparison to the 
great questions of Banks and Sub-Treasuries ; 
but he who can visit the SLAVE MARKETS 
of the DISTRICT, without feeling his whole 
nature aroused in indignation, must be more or 
less than a man.

To the present moment we have not heard of the 
opening of Congress at Washington. There was 
undoubtedly a quorum of both houses present on 
Monday last. Tie Senate can organize forthwith, 
but in the lower House, although two thirds demo- 
cratic, some time may be required to organize for 
business. 

The important question to be settled will be the 
refusal of certain States to obey the late Act of 
Congress, establishing the District system in the 
election of its members. The recusant States are 
Georgia, Missouri, New Hampshire and Mississippi. 
These States have chosen their members by gen- 
eral ticket, contending that Congress had no right 
to prescribe the time and manner, but only the 
number of members to be chosen. 
ofthe federal constitution would seem to militate 


The language 


against these new nullification doctrines ; itis this : 

“ The time, places, and manner of holding elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be pre- 
ecribed in each State by the Legislature thereof— 
bul the Congress may al any time by law make or alter 
such regulalions, except as to the place of choosing 
Senators.” 

The general government owes its existence to, 
and is sustained by, the United States Constitution. 
The States exist in their sovereign capacity under 
their State Constitutions, and the correct inference 
would scem to be, that the States must elect their 
Representatives in Congress in conformity with 
Jaws passed by Congress. As I have before re- 
marked, the subject will without doubt produce 
greatand perhaps long continued excitement in 
that body. By the latest advices, Mr. Jones of Vir- 
ginia was nominated at a democratic caucus as can- 
didate for Speaker, receiving seventy-seven of the 
one hundred and fifteen 
undoubtedly elected on Monday or Tuesday last. 

As the winter approaches the catalogue of vice 
and crime increases fearfully over our country, 
judging by newspaper intelligence. Several re- | 
volting deeds of wickedness have recently been 
committed in New York. 

The subject most worthy of alarm in Boston and |

On this Jast subject, the President 
gives a history of the protracted struggle on the 
part of Texas to‘establish her independence, and 
urges the importance to this country of having the 
dispute terminated. The President does not, how- 
ever, propose the annexation of ‘Texas to the Union 
or recommend any other specific measure in rela- 
tion to that country. 

The receipts into the Treasury for the year 1343, 
exclusive of loans, were little more than eighteen 
millions of dollars; and the expenditures, exclusive 
of payments on the public debt, will have been 
about twenty-three millions of dollars. By the aet 
of 1842, a new arrangement of the fiseal year was 
made, so that it should cormmence on the first day 
of July in each year. The accounts and estimates 
for the current fiseal year, show that the loans and 


Treasury notes made and issued before the close of 


the last Congress, to meet the anticipated defi- 
ciency, have not been entirely adequate. The loan 
of 1241, amounting to $5,672,976 88, falls due on 
the first of January, 1845, and must be provided 
for, or postponed by a new loan. And unless the 
resources of revenue should be increased, there 
will be a deficiency for the year ending June 30th, 
1345, of upwards of four millions of dollars. 

As to the tariff, the message is not decided, al- 
though it dwells upon the propriety of moderation 
in any measures that may be devised. 

The President congratulates the country on the

A Nerepie Facrory. There has heen establish- 


ed at Haverstraw, (N. Y.) a manufactory of needles. 
A visiter to the establishment, says, that “the wire 
is first cut into lengths, which will make two nee- 
idles each, 'The depressions where the eyesure to 
be made, and where the grooves are to be found in 
the finished article, are stamped in both needles by 
a single stroke of a machine, with which a single 
/hand can turn thirty thousand in a day. Jt is then 
turned over to a boy, who with another machine, 
|punches the eye, and again another separates the 
/two needles, and smooths away ‘any irregularities 
|left or made by the other processes. But the eye 
(of the needle is still rough, and it must be bored by 
another process, which leaves it so smooth as not 
it cuta thread.

Imrortant Decistox. The New York Court of 
Errors have affirmed the decisions of several lower 
courts as to the liability of common carriers, thus 
establishing the doctrine of the common law, viz:— 


That all common carriers are responsible for 
goods put on board of vessels or conveyances, with- 
out reference or respect to any notice that they may 
give that they will not be held thus responsible. 

That a notice on the part of the owners of any 
steam boat or conveyance, that they will not be ac- 
countable, unless a receipt is taken, does not exone- 
rate them from responsibility. 

The same decisions have been given in many ca- 
sesin several of the States as well as New York 
before the present, but the qnestion has now been 
earried to the highest tribunal, and so far as the 
State of New York is concerned is definitely set- 


tled. 


Great Sact Prars. An extensive tract, cover- 
ed by a crust of salt, white as snow, looking like an 
immense lake or sea of salt, is arrived at about one 
hundred miles east of the Rocky mountains, and 
two hundred west of Fort Gibson.

From the Massachusetts Poughinan. 
PLANTING PEACH STONES: 


Mr. Enrror—lI have noticed in some of your pa- 
pers of Jate that some one or more of the contribu- 
tors are seeing for information respecting the best 
manner of planting peach stones in order to have 
them vegetate. Now this is just what I like to see; 
and if more questions were asked upon the subject 
of raising peach trees, ] have but litte doubt they 
would draw forth answers that would prove of great 
advantage tu the community. Having had some 
experience in planting the stones and raising and 
cultivating peach trees, [ take the liberty to inform 
you what I know to be facts from my own experi- 
ence and observation. J long to see the peach suc- 
cesstilly cultivated ; if any body likes a good peach 
Ithink Lamm the man. And Jam one that believes 
that the peceh may be cultivated even in our cli- 
mate with great profit. 

1 don’t consider it more risk to plant a peach 
stone in a manner to be sure to vegetate, than I do 
a kernel of corn, if the kernel in the stone be good ; 
I have planted with good success in the month of 
January, when the frost was out of the top of the 
ground; but they did not come up so early in the 
season and consequently did not make so great a 
growth the first seasom. I will name the best time 
(in my estimation) and briefly recommend how to 
proceech I should prefer to plant thein in October 
or the first part of November; I think a light soil 
preterable but not very material, it is not necessary 
io dig deep but rather an injury, especially if you 
intend to transplant, it would tend to make the root 
strike deep and form a strong tap root. Plant the 
stones not more than one inch deep and cover them 
with fine mould and press it down as tpen any 
hard seed; im general it is best to lay a board or 
tlat stone upd the top and let it remain until the 
frost is out of the ground in the spring; this will 
prevent the frost heaving and cracking the earth so 
us to expose the stene; were I to plant for a hur= 
sery, I should not plant them in rows calculating 10 
let them grow in the same spot until ready for 
market. 

I should plant the stones not more than six in- 
ches apart und transplant them when two or three 
inches high with a trowel taking care to cut off the 
tap root two or three inches under ground; by this 
means you will be sure to have good roots and Jux- 
uriant growth; your trees will be large enough to 
bud the first season if your soil be suitable. Hf a 
person can obtain stones from a tree that is natu- 
rally of good quality it is best to plant such and not 
depend upon budding; your trees will be much 
more durable raised trom the stone, than those that 
ure budded or inoculated: Many people have ex- 
pressed a doubt as it regards the certainty of pro- 
curing the same kind of peach from the tree raised 
froin the stone as the parent tree produced, even 
when the parent tree was natural. 1 think there 
is no doubt of the fact that a peach stone from a 
nattiral tree will produce the same fruit as the pa- 
reut tree. Ifeelas sure of the result as I should, 
were I to planta yellow Kernel of corn of raiking 
yellow. 
~ But no reliance tan be placed upod the produce 
of the budded trees: the seed does not inherit the 
qualities of the bud, but of the original stock er 
root, and consequently if you plant stones produeed 
by budded trees you cannot know what your frait 
will be until the tree produces fruit and then it will 
be too late to bud with good success. Jn some in- 
stances I have had good success with budding trees 
fotrr or five years old, but they are very apt to throw 
out gum where the incision is made in the bark 
and that kills the bud or prevents it from adhering 
to the wood. Yours, &c.
